After every election, the ex­ 
perts always say, in the first flush of ex­ 
citing post-election returns, th at a th o r­ 
ough realignment of the old schools is in 
order. 
F o u r years ago, 
the Republican party was 
talked into 
the 
grave 
Eight, tw'elve and sixteen 
years ago, the 
tons 
of 
speculative w’ords buried 
both parties. 
Nowr, the avalanche is 
conjuring tho idea 
that 
both parties 
are 
dead. 
The 
Rooseveltites 
are 
saying that the President, 
encouraged 
by 
his 
re­ 
election, will go 
forward 
with a sweeping program. 
Maiion 
They say that NKA, AAA and all the oth­ 
er alphabetical agencies are child's play, 
as compared with w hat he intends to do. 
The best judgm ent is President Roose­ 
velt will not disturb any vital policy. 
He 
may annoy the disciples of 
private 
and 
public utility holding companies, and 
a 
few others, but the self-generative forces 
of business improvement, they say, 
will 
override any specific reforms that he has 
in mind. 
The president’s best friends have been 
saying the first thing he would do would 
be to balance the budget, not probably 
this year, but next year, or in the follow­ 
ing years of his term. 
They say he could 
curtail expenditures far better than Ban­ 
don could and th a t the ultimate effect of 
his policy would he far more conservative 
than those of his antagonists. 
In fact, his closest friends insist that 
his policy, while 
verbally 
antagonistic, 
will I)** cooperative along the lines which 
the electorate dictated. 
Mr. Roosevelt is not a new party, but 
an amazing personality. 
He has been able 
to get and hold the support of many diver­ 
gent elements, 
(conservatives, 
progres­ 
sives radicals, bankers and idealists), but 
he has not been able to weld them togeth­ 
er. 
They are held together behind him, 
not behind his party, solely by the pres­ 
ence and position of Mr. Roosevelt. 
If there were anyone else in his move­ 
ment capable of continuing such an 
ex­ 
tremely unbalanced and incohesive move­ 
ment, there might be a practical chance for 
Mr. Roosevelt to found what 
would 
be 
called a new party based on the old Demo­ 
cratic party. 
But no comparable leader 
has arisen in his camp. 
Furtherm ore, no 
one leader in his camp represents exactly 
the same thing he does. 
For example, 
here are Hull and Tugwell, Farley and 
.ekes, etc., etc. 
No one on the inside can 
imagine any of these men following the 
leadership of the other if Mr. Roosevelt’s 
personality and position were eliminated 
from consideration. 
1 
The natural tendency of government in 
the next four years will be toward cur­ 
tailment of expenditures. 
The curtail­ 
ment will not be sharp. 
But Mr. Roose­ 
velt has built most of the dams aud works 
projects which come within the line of 
reason. 
His works expansion has really 
gone far beyond existing needs, so the gov­ 
ernm ent will not have much 
to 
build. 
Furthermore, improving business will ab­ 
sorb the unemployed to such an 
extent 
that the president cannot possibly spend 
as much as he has spent. 
Therefore, aside from the 
theoretical 
prospects of a new party, there are certain 
actual practical considerations which will 
work strongly against it. 
The first consideration is the fact that 
the president has built more of an o rgan­ 
ization than he can handle. 
He has, for 
instance, encouraged northern negroes to 
vote for him iii the same ballot box with 
southern Democrats. 
He has convinced a 
Morgan partner (Mr. Loffingwell) th a t the 
Roosevelt cause was superior, at the same 
time that he drew votes from the seholasti 
cai followers of Professor Tugwell. 
In 
other words, he has built up for himself 
an organization which is top-heavy on both 
sides aud which requires his unusual judg 
meat to solidify. 
Indeed, there are those 
who suspect that the opposing polos in 
his camp are so far apart that they can­ 
not be drawn together. 
Chairman Farley believes, as all prac­ 
tical politicians do, in the material prod 
ucts of conciliation. 
From government ex 
penditures, jobs and other resources, Mr 
Farley has built up an organization w'hich 
many a studious historian will swear can­ 
not be surpassed. 
But the drive in Mr 
Farley’s force is the fact that no one b a ­ 
be* n able to offer so much before, and 
undoubtedly no cue will be able to offer 
as much again. 
W hat it all means, boiled down, is that, 
th*' president probably reached the apex 
of his importance from these sources on 
Tuesday, and th at further developments 
of the formation of a thoroughly 
class 
purty are uneneoui a g in g .
